David Black, a -Suicide and Wife 


Succumbs From Burns Received 


in Gas Explosion. 


ONE TIME, RESIDENT 
HERE 


.Local Relatives Receive Word From 


Lancaster, Ohio—Attend Funeral 


at Centerville, Indiana. 


Mrs. Mary Brown and sou, Charles 


H. Brown, deputy- postmaster, went 
to Centerville, Wayne county today 
to attend the double funeral of Mi-, 
and Mrs. David Black, former resi- 
dents of this city, who met tragic 
deaths at their home in Lancaster, 
Ohio. 


Mr. Black committed suicide 
by 


asphyxiation and his wife died from 
burns received in an explosion when 
she struck a match in the gas filled 
house. Mr. and Mrs. Black 
lived 


here for a number of years and are 
known by a number of the older resi- 
dents. Mr. Black was a brother-in- 
law of Mrs. Mary Brown. 


The suicide and tragic death oc- 


curred Monday evening, but the local 
relatives were notified only last even- 
ing and the telegram gave no facts, 
stating only that Mr. and Mrs. Black 
had been killed in an accident. Mrs. 
Black, following the explosion rushed 
from Ihe house a mass of flnmes. 
She was burned so badly that she 
lived only a few hours. 


The following from the Cincinnati 


'Enquirer under a Lancaster date Hue 
tells of the double tragedy. 


David Black committed suicide, his 


wife was burned so badly that she 
died and tlieir house was wrecked 
"Monday evening. Mr. and'Mrs. Black 
were elderly people and neither had 
1>eeu in <rood health. Dnrins the ab- 
sence of Mrs. Black. Mr. Black se- 
cured a long rubber tube, fastened it 
to the gas jet and wound it around 
bis neck, placing the other end in his 
month, and committed suicide in this 
manner. 


When Mrs. Black returned she 


lighted a match to prepare 
supper 


and the explosion occurred from the 
Brent amount of gas in the house. 
Mrs. Black ran from the house in 
flajres. and before assistance could 
Teach her she was so badly burned 
that she died. 


The bfd in which Mr. Black 
was 


lying caught fire, but the department 
extinguished the flames before the 
Imdy was consumed. 


Mr. Black was a prominent citizen 


and was engaged until quite recently 
in n flour mill. They had no children 
and no relatives here.

That Is the Grim Ultimatum Handed 


Down to Bridgie Webber and Harry 
Valian by Mysterious Big Three 


Who, According to Detective Burns, 
Have Been at the Head of Horrid 
System For Levying Toll on Vice. 


New York, Aug. 15.—Bridgie Web- 


ber and Harry Vallon have been perr 
suaded by representatives of the three 
men named by Burns as the directors 
of police blackmail to conceal the iden- 
tity of the men for whom Lieutenant 
Becker was working, according to 
word that has reached the district at- 
torney. 


James M. Sullivan, declining to act 


any longer as Vallon's counsel, hur- 
ried from the West Side court prison 
to tell Mr. Whitman that the threats 
and persuasions of the triumvirate— 
the lawyer-politician, the hotel man 
and the police department 
official— 


have silenced Rose's fellow informers. 
For the past week, said Mr. Sullivan, 
messengers from the big three and* 
from dishonest inspectors have visited 
Rose, Webber and Vallon. The mes- 
sengers brought word that the inform 
era were at liberty to make any kind 
of accusations they pleased against 
Becker, but that if they mentioned 
any of the names that Becker had 
given to Rose and Webber, they might 
as well kill themselves, because they 
would certainly be killed after they 
got out of prison. 


Jack Hose declined to be influenced 


by threats or promises of reward. He 
told Mr. Sullivan that he would stand 
fast and that he would do everything 
he could to aid the district attorney in 
bringing to justice the big three of 
the gambling graft as well as the po- 
lice officials who profited with Becker 
in the distribution ot blackmail from 
gambling and disorderly houses. But 
it was evident to the lawyer that Vi'eb- 
ber and Vallon had been "reached."

^k TO road Is as expensive as a bad 
•VI road. We spend about $100,- 
J^ l| 000,000 a year on our roads, 


and they are costing us in ad- 


dition a bad roads tax 'of at least 
$250,000,000 annually. It actually costs 
the average farmer as much to haul a 
bushel of wheat from his farm to the 
railroad as it does to ship it from 
New Tork to Liverpool, 3,100 miles. 


The loss to the people of "the United 


States annually on account of bad 
roads would more than pay for their 
general and widespread improvement 


The burden of bad roads bears heav- 


ily upon the shoulders of the entire

people, for such roads diminish the 
profits of the farmer because he must 
haul fewer loads, make fewer trips 
and market his products when the 
roads are passable and not when 
prices are best. They are a burden 
which compels the consumer in the 
city to pay heavily, not to swell the 
farmer's earnings, but to help the 
farmer to pay the money value of the 
absolute waste of energy and property 
due to bad roads. 


There would be an Immediate and 


tangible saving by road improvement 
In reducing the cost of hauling. Horn- 
much this saving would amount to in 
dollars and cents would depend upon 
the character and extent of the im- 
provement and the amonnt of traffic 
passing over the road. 


In 190S the railroads of the United 


States handled about 800,000,000 tons 
of freight originating on the respec- 
tive railroads. Of this amount about 
265,000,000 tons represented agricul- 
tural, forest and miscellaneous prod- 
acts, all of which moved over the 
country roads at initial or terminal 
points or both. 


The average haul from farms to 


shipping points In the United States 
is about nine and one-quarter miles. 
The average cost of hauling on the 
country roads is about 23 cents per 
ton per mile. The total cost of haul- 
ing 265,000,000 tons would therefore 
be about $2.10 per ton, or a total of 
$572,930,000. 


The possibilities of saving by the 


Improvement of the roads may be un- 
derstood when we compare the cost of 
hauling in Germany, France and Eng- 
land with the cost of hauling in this 
country. The average in these three 
countries is about 10 cents per ton per 
mile, and In many cases it is as low as 
7 cents. If we cut the rate hi the 
United States exactly in half by the 
improvement or1 our main roads we 
would still be 1% cents over the aver- 
age for the three European countries 
named. If we could do this It follows 
that OUT annual saving would be in 
the neighborhood of $250,000.000 on 
hauling alone. 


The wear and tear on horses and 


vehicles due to bad roads may seem R 
trivial matter until we take into con- 
sideration the fact that there are about 
25,000,000 horses and mules In the 
United States, valued at $2,770,000,000, 
and about 1,500,000 carriages, buggies 
and wagons, valued at about $83,000,- 
000. 
If by the improvement of tb-i 


roads the vehicles would last one year 
longer anil if one-tenth of the amount 
paid out for repairs were saved the re 
snltant •am would ran far Into OK 
millions. 


Property is much more valuable on 


an Improved road than on an unim- 
proved road. This increase in toe vmi 
ue of the land adjacent to the Improv- 
ed road has been sufficient In man* 
cases to pay for the improvement. A* 
effort has teen made to estimate tne 
general Increase In land value* doe to 
Improved roads, and the average has 
been placed at somewhere between $2 
and $9 per acre. There are positively 
thousands of examples where farms 
dave been sold at an Increase of from 
F50 to $200 per acre over their value

An investigation recently made ia 


Ohio snows that Utere are sixteen aa> 
ricnltural counties ta the state that 
have leas than 10 per cent of the 


improved, white there: are forty-flv* 
agricultural counties that have more 
than 10 per cent improved. The. aver- 
age price of farm lands in the sixteen 
counties, according to the report of the 
United States census, was $48.50 per 
acre, while the average price of land 
in the-forty-five counties was $65.79 
per acre. In other words, the average 
price of farm lands in the good road 
counties was $17.29. or 35 per cent 
more than in the poor road counties. 
When we consider the fact that there 
are 873,000,000 acres of farm lands in. 
the United States the possibilities 
along this line are rather startling. 
Even assuming that the land would 
be increased only $5 an acre the total 
enhancement on farm lands alone 
would be S4.365.000.000. 


Improved roads will yield an addi- 


tional Income by enabling the fanner 
to cultivate with profit land which 
otherwise would be less profitably em- 
ployed. 


There are about 400,000.000 acres of 


unimproved farm land in the United 
States. An average annual profit of 
50 cents an acre on this land would 
mean a net- gain to the wealth of the 
United States of $200.000,000 a year. 


Truck products and small fruits must 


be delivered quickly to market If any 
profit is to be realized. 
Truck and 


small fruit farms cannot be maintained 
with profit if a long haul over bad 
roads intervenes between them and 
the railroad station. 
A network of 


first class hard smooth roads will al- 
most immediately increase the number 
of truck, fruit and dairy farms in any 
community. While the average value 
of wheat per acre is only S7.03 and 
corn §8.72. the average value of vege- 
tables per acre is about $40 and of 
small fruits S80. 


There is a steady trend of popula- 


tion from the country to the city, and 
this may be attributed to some extent 
to bad roads. During the ten year pe- 
riod 1800-1000 the cities gained 2,174,- 
000 more people than the country. In 
1SCO only 1G.1 per cent of the popula- 
tion lived in cities, in 1900 the city 
population represented about 31 per 
cent of the total, and now it is proba- 
bly about 45 per cent. 


With hundreds of millions of acres 


of land uncultivated we have the spec- 
tacle of hundreds of thousands of hu- 
man beings crowded into the cities, 
while year after year the human tide 
rolls restlessly in from the country to 
furnish more consumers and decrease 
the number of producers. 


To prove that a relation exists be- 


tween the question of population and 
roads tbe following illustration' may be 
cited: 


In twenty-five counties selected from 


eastern, southern, western and north- 
western states it has been found that 
only Hi per cent of roads were im- 
proved in 1004. These same counties 
show an actual decrease in population 
averaging 3.112 for each county for the 
ten year period 1SOO-1900. Twenty-five 
other counties located in the same 
states containing 40 per cent of im- 
proved roads show an actual increase 
in population for each county of 31,095. 


Whether good roads cause good 


schools, or vice versa, it is true that 
they exist together and that one of the 
most important reasons for their im- 
provement is their effect on school at- 
tendance in the country. If the coun- 
try schools are to have a maximum ef- 
ficiency in training and Instruction the 
children must be afforded faculties for 
reaching them. With improved roads 
the graded school and the consolidated 
school will replace the little one room 
one teacher schools so prevalent in 
many sections of the country. 


The possibilities of a region of Im- 


proved roads are made apparent by

many examples of schools which oper- 
ate wagcn regularly, which gather up 
tbe pupils and carry them to and from 
school. WUeu the roads are placed in 
such condition as to make this practice 
general a tremendous impetus will be 
given to education in the United States. 


To illustrate this phase of the sub- 


ject the following example may be 
cited: In five states conspicuous lor 
their good loada there waa In 1904 an 
average actnol attendance of 77.13 per 
cent; while In five other state* having 
exceptionally bad roads the average 
waa only CftlG per cent Furthermore. 
It has keen ascertained that in the nve 
atatea having an, exceptionally high 
percentage of improved road* the white 
illiterates formed only three-quarter* 
of 1 per cent of the total popolatioa. 
while In the Ove state* watch showed 


scarcely appreciable anMont of road

Japanese Ex-Premier Dominant. 
Figure in Far Eastern Affairs. 


RUSSIA AND JAPAN 


ARE JOINING HANDS 


Losing No Time In Fencing Off 


the Far East. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 15. — Russia's 


attention for the moment is quite ab- 
sorbed by far eastern affairs. Turkey 
no doubt also interests the czar's min- 
isters, but before they can play an 
active part in southeastern Europe 
they must first feel quite secure in 
China and Manchuria. And at pres- 
ent events there are moving rapidly. 
Owing to the mikado's death Prince 
Katsura quitted this country sooner 
than he at first intended, but not be- 
fore he had attained the aim and ob- 
ject of his journey. 
True, he has 


signed no fresh treaty and made no 
new proposal. But he has taken with 
him to Tokio the certainty that in all 
future emergencies the two ex-adver- 
saries will act together in the far 
east. Outsiders desirous of exerting 
political influence there, or influence 
which can be said to have a political 
aspect, must apply to the two self- 
constituted guardians of the Pacific. 
No neutralization schemes such as 
Sir. Knox's Manchurian railway pro- 
ject will stand any chance. They are 
eliminated already. The far east is 
ear-marked. 


These hardly perceptible changes in 


the international situation are of mo- 
mentous interest to the people of the 
United States, and during the last few 
•weeks the American embassy here has 
been working at high pressure record- 
ing them. Long ciphered telegrams 
frequently are dispatched to Washing- 
ton or received from that city in St. 
Petersburg. 


And no wonder. For the policy at 


present decided upon by Russia and 
Japan leads straight to the partition 
of Manchuria and outer Mongolia, and 
to the over-lordship of those empires 
in China proper. 
They are deter- 


mined to lose no time in fencing off 
the far east, as it were, so that come 
what may, no upheaval there may np- 
set their plans.

PREVIOUS DATE INTERFERES 


It Seems That the Jersey Executive 


Had Contracted an Engagemant to 
Attend the Trenton Fair Next Tues- 
day and Thus F.inds Himself Unab'e ! 
to Go to Indianapolis to Attend His 
Running Mate's Notification. 


Sea Girt, N. J;, Aug. .15.—Governor 


Wilson, after refusing regretfully the 
pressing invitation to go to Indianap- 
olis to participate in. the notification 
ceremonies of his running mate, Gov- 
ernor Marshall, indicate'! that 1'or 
the next month and a half at least he 
will confine his speeches and public i 
appearances to New Jersey rallies and 
to non-partisan gatherings in other 
states. The engagements on the diary 
do not yet take up so much time, but 
there will be no trouble to fill out the 
dates. 


Although invitations are coming in 


daily to fill in about every day and 
most of the nights, the Democratic 
nominee and his managers are agreed 
that it will not be well for him to un- 
dertake any formal campaign efforts 
until after the middle of September. 
In the meantime he will accept such 
invitations as will not interfere with 
his manifold tasks of being a gover- 
nor and nominee at the same time. 
When the governor made up his mind 
not to go to Indianapolis, he refused 
about as many invitations for a man 
to attend upon a single occasion as it 
is possible to get. Virtually every 
prominent Democrat in the middle 
west from Governor Marshall down 
had been keeping the wires hot and 
the mails heavy for more than a week 
urging him to come. An engagement 
with the New Jersey Democrats at 
the Trenton fair grounds next Tues- 
day stood in the way. Of course one 
or two other things contributed. The 
following telegram was sent to Gov- 
ernor Marshall: "Deeply honored and 
complimented by your invitation for 
the 20th and by the number of men 
whom I would wish to serve who have- 
joined in urging It, but I find that I 
cannot honorably withdraw from en- 
gagements made here in New Jersey 
before I knew of date for your notifi- 
cation. Please accept my warmest as- 
surance of deep regard and great dis- 
appointment. You will not need me 
to make the day a notable event of 
which all Democrats will be proud." 


In commenting on this the governor 


said that,so far as speaking was con- 
cerned no one would suffer by his ab- 
sence, as he knew Governor Marshall 
to be a splendid speaker, able to stay 
and convince any kind of crowd.
